PRIOR COUNCIL ACTION: On September 2, 2004, the City Council approved acceptance of $50,000
in grant funds from the United States Department of Health and Human Services, Public Health Service,
Demonstration Project for the Medical Reserve Corps.

Background
The grant provides funding for a project to demonstrate approaches for the establishment of a community-
based, citizen-volunteer Medical Reserve Corps (MRC) unit. The MRC will provide an organized
framework to attract volunteers and provide them with skills needed to work effectively in emergency
situations. The MRC will provide information to the Federal Government on best practices in areas, such
as structure and organization, recruitment and verification of credentials, community-level partnership
building, competency levels for effective action, training, risk assessment, and strategy development and
planning. The MRC unit will provide additional response capacity during the initial hours following an
emergency and is intended to supplement existing community emergency medical response systems as
well as contribute to meeting the public health needs of the community. The demonstration project is
expected to continue in the form of one final 1-year grant renewal contract beginning on September 30,
2005 and ending on September 29, 2006.

Council approved acceptance of grants totaling $50,000 per year in years one and two, both of which
were appropriated in FY 04. This current action appropriates $20,308 in carry forward funding from
grant year one to continue the Medical Reserve Corps plan that addresses volunteer recruitment, training
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and retention required to upgrade the public health preparedness for and response to bioterrorism, and
other public health threats and emergencies. The startup period for the first year of the grant was several
months causing much of the work associated with the prior year money to also be carried forward to this
fiscal year.

ORDINANCE NO.

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE ACCEPTANCE OF GRANT FUNDS
AND AMENDING THE FISCAL YEAR 2004-2005 HEALTH AND HUMAN
SERVICES DEPARTMENT OPERATING BUDGET OF ORDINANCE NO.
040913-01 TO APPROPRIATE GRANT FUNDS; AND DECLARING AN
EMERGENCY.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. The Council authorizes the acceptance of $20,308 in carry-forward grant funds
from the United States Department of Health and Human Services, Public Health Service,
Demonstration Project for the Medical Reserve Corps grant program.

PART 2. The Council amends the Fiscal Year 2004-2005 Health and Human Services
Department Operating Budget Special Revenue Fund of Ordinance No. 040913-01 to
appropriate $20,308 for a total grant amount of $70,308, to purchase equipment and
supplies, provide for conference attendance, training, printing, and volunteer
credenti aling.
